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Mr*  Chairman, 

The  Report  for  the  year  1956  is  given  herewith. 

The  health  of  the  District  makes  a  good  showing  in  statistics, 
and  is  in  reality  quite  good.  For  all  snail  districts  it  is  a 
mistake  to  assume  too  much  from  figures  alone. 

The  District  can  take  a  legitimate  pride  in  its  provision  of 
water  supplies.  There  are  four  main  supplies,  throe  in  the  None 
Valley  and  one  in  the  Welland  Valley,  derived  from  the  river  gravels. 
There  ere  a  few  subsidiary  water  sources  which  are  not  necessary  lb  r 
adoquate  watering  of  the  district  and  can,  at  a  suitable  time,  be 
dispensed  with.  The  main  sources  arc  well  protected,  and  the  amount 
is  adequate,  Analyses  over  a  number  of  years  have  given  good 
results,
